Col Raymond told me (hat Gen. 
Gtanl wished to talk to the men who 
were to go as spies. The colonel 
led us about half a mi'e away to a 

dilapidated house, where Grant 
made his temporary headquarters. 

Gen Grant left a table full of maps 
and drawings and came to speak 
with us in the yard. He explained 
thai we hoi been chosen because of 

our reputation for coolness, nerve 
and daring. He told us thai If any 

Of lis ha<l any hesitancy or doubt of 

our courage in engaging in spy work 
in a region and at a time when we 
would be summarily hanged If 
Caught, he should decline the service 
then and there. 

ADOPTS QUISE OF PBDDLBH 

" That afternoon each of us was 
Intrusted with tbe particular in- 
fot malum he was lo pet and the 
pari he was expected lo play as a 
civilian in the enemy's camp. I 

was given, the task of observing 
some topographical facts and seeing

" ' He's about as dumb as they 
make 'em,' said the officer of the 

guard, when it was seen how obliv- 
ious I was to all their tests of my

He'll 
eel over the Yank line and il will 
go hard with him some of these 
days. 1 

"I was dismissed I went ped- 
dling about the camp, all the lime 
keeping my eves opened for topo- 
graphical and armament Informa- 
tion. 

"Two days later 1 was seven 

miles farther in the enemy's country. 
I im t hundreds of confederate 
soMiers on the way but the fact I 
had passed an outlying camp all 
right was an indication that I was a 
genuine dummy.

" 1 was taken to Gen. Kirhy 
Smith. The general was informed 
that I had been arrested without a 

pass and that I was suspected of 
being a spy in tbe guise of a deaf 
and dumb peddler (ion Smith 
said nothing. Two or three office! a 
in his 'cut wont, and whispered to 
him. I knew they were devising 
schemes to catch me if I was e spy 
in disguise I pulled myself to- 
gether and looked absently .about 
as if I had never seen the interior 
of a lent in time of warfare. 1 
knew that 1 was thoroughly watched 

by all present One of the officers 
wrote me a message on a bit of 
paper, aud while I wis writing an 
answer, the man Started and ejacu- 
lated, 'Look out!" 1 wondei now 
that my hand did not start invol 
unt.irily. The officer and others 
were looking at it closely. 

TESTED BXS <• 

"For some minutes there was a 
conversation on my elate concerning 

why I had no pass in the eonfeder 
at" lines, whence I came and where 
I was going. I could see that ii wa« 
all done to disann me of any fear 1 
had An officer ciiine forward and 
said : 'This poor mute looks tired 
It's a shame to keep him here 
Then, turning to me, he smilinglj 
said, 'Are you hungry?' It was a 
pretty ruse, but I simply stared at 
his epaulets 

" Then they tried to make m. 
pale, and it was a frightful lest. 1 

was given a seal, while Gen. Smith 

turned It other business, ;i|paroui 
ly forgetful of me, the other officers 
s;it near me and smoked and chat 
ted. Presently ' \.-y began talking 
.about some new orders that had 
beeu issued lo hang every federal 
spy Immediately on conviction. 

They talked about bow two spies 
that had been hangeil two days 
previous had acted, and how they 
were looking for more spies lo hang 
on the same spot My brain was 

in a whiil. Everything swam before 

my eyes, but I sat with my face 
turned up to the military diagrams 
ami rules of camp on the tent wajl 

before me. 

"More whispering followed. I 
wrote on my slate, 'I am hungry and 
tired. Why do von keep me here?' 



At that moment a dark lantern 
was flashed in my face and my 
countenance was studied. 1 slowly 
opened my eyes at the light and 
rolled over as if lo iro to sleep.

NEARLY CAUGHT OFF GUARD. 

"Ai 7 next morning 1 was led to 
the cookhouse and given a meal. 
My satchel was restored to me. A 
colonel looked over my lew remain- 
ing soaps, etc., and bought a little. 
Then turning to me, he asked: 
'How much are these?' I believe 
my lower jaw did move 1 was 
caught off my gn ird for a trice. But 
I lover spoke and the colonel was 
not looking at me. 

" He wrote me a pass in the lines 

about Jackson and just as he hand- 
ed it to me he turned and said: 

' Let me see that again.' My hand 
almost moved to obey such an agree- 
able gentleman. Hut instead I 
folded the paper and slatted on my 
way out of camp, knowing that I 
was watched covertly by scores ol 
eyes 

" That day 1 replenished my 
satchel In Jackson and started back 
by a circuitous road to the federal 
lines 1 had no further bother from 
the confederates and my gifts of to- 
bacco to several officers whom I met 
made me friends, 

"I reached Grand Gulf at dawn 

on May 11. I was thanked for the 
information I had got for the army 
and a month later I was first lieu- 
tenant in my company. Of the 
twenty men who went as spies four 
were captured and three hanged. 
One man was shot dead by a sen- 
tinel. 1 was in Nashville, Tenn., 
in 1888, and I called upon Col. 
Jason Parker, who was on Gen. 
Smith's s'aff, and who devised the 
attempt to catch me napping ill my 
role as a dummy peddler. He re 
called the circumstances clearly and 
we became fast friends. Hesiid 
he was cocksure when I started 
away from Gen. Smith's headquar- 
ters that 1 was a genuine deaf mute 
and he felt sorrv for me in mv af- 
fliction."— Cliinx, 



"In another oamp I waseqnattlng 

on the ground mechanically show- 
ing my soaps and tobacco .and play- 
ing deaf to the thousand and one 
questions artfully put to me when 
I saw by the glance of a soldier's 
eye that some test of my hearing

The town of Essex is in the 
COunly of Essex, in the State of 
New York. It lies along the 
western shore of Lake Chaiuplain. 
The railroad which inns from Troy 
to Rouse's Point and Montreal, is 
several miles from '.he village, 
which in all Us primtive beauty and 
aristocratic character, lies along the 
Lake, undisturbed by shrieking 
locomotives and clanging freight 
trains. The magnificent lake 
steamers which ply between Platts- 
burg and Fort Tioon deroirn, furnish 
abundant and elegant accom- 
modation to tbe people who dwell 
in the town, or in lakeside -otlages, 
dining the months from May lo 
November, and iu winter the lake 
itself becomes a thoroughfare of ice 
iu every direction Essex County 
has a well written history, which 
those nia.v read who wish further 
information about its settlement, or 
concerning colonial and State and 
town affairs. It has been sub- 
stantially settled since the middle 
of the Eighteenth Century, and 
figures in the wars between the 
French and English, .and Great 
Britaiu and her colonies, which had 
theii ureal battles at Ticonderog.i 
and Crown Point, and on Lake 
George, and which practically end 
ed with Burgoyne'a surrender at 
iiogii, iu October, IT; 

The village of Essex lias some 
line .ancestral homes, from inir on 
the hike, and a number of more 
modern cottages and "camps," upon 
the points and bays which diversil'v 
the shore line. 

Anions: these, one of the most ro 
mantle and beautiful is Cannon 
Point, which prohaby gained Its 
name from a .aucied resemblance of 
its rocks to a battery of artillery, 
though some imagine thai iu the 
colonial wars cannon were actually 

mounted here. This can hardly la- 
the case, for the point would defend 
nothing, and be useless for offensive 
warfare upon passing vessels, since 
the channel would place tliem be- 
yond the reach of any guns existing 
at that dale of military hisioty 

There is oneexttemelv iiiterestiuu 
nalutal feature of the peninsula 
and its neighborhood, which is thus 
presented in " The History of Essex 
County" already referred to: " In 
the south part of the town of 1 
on the lake ihore at Cannon Point. 
is a remarkable natural curiosity, 
giving certain evidence of a pre- 
historic eruption. 

"From a point near the shore 
hearing unmistakable signs ol 
having at one time formed the 
crater of a volcano, is a center front 
which radiate three veins, 01 lather 
streams of igneous rock ; one extend- 
ing towards the lake and constitut- 
ing the Point; one running to the 
northwest, which has been tl 
nearly two miles ; and the third run- 
ning to the southwest, which has 
been traced more than three miles. 
" This melted rock has also filled 
in many of the horizontal spaces 
between the strata of lime rock In 
the vicinity, .-is may readily tv 
along the bluffs of the Lake shore. 

"The rock of this overflow is a 
handsome porphyry filled with 
rectangular crystals, of compact 
feldspar, which is very hard, sus 
ceptible of the highest polish, 
has been used for oinr mental pur- 
poses." 

Cannon Point reaches far into 
the lake, below the villa 
and forms a sheltered bay on the 
southwest shore. It is bold and 
rocky, and covered with a fine 
growth of pine, cedar and balsam

"It all lies in what you believe you tbe Deaf and Dumb, has made his 



summer home. Here, in the inter- 
vals which he has been able to 
snatch from a laborious and ex- 
hausting vocation, he has gradually 
constructed a most romantic as- 
sociation of rooms and isolated 
buildings, which he calls " Cannon 
Point Hungalow." The name is not 
inappropriate, for while it isderiv 
from the Bengalese, and refers to a 
Hindoo residence, it describes a one- 
storied thatched or tiled cottage, 
with windows to the floor, and sur- 
rounded by verandas. This is 
" Cannon Point Hungalow," as it 
was originally builr, and constitutes 
its centre now. But while the cen- 
tre remains substantially unchang- 
ed, other constructions have ap- 
peared, as the years have passed. 
I found myself in a "den" formed 
by ii single room romantically rear- 
ed upon a flat rock, above which a 
murmuring pine tree joined with the 
babbling waves upon the beach far 
b -low, to -ing my lullaby. Another 
guest slept serenely in a Jananese 
tower which soared among the bal- 
sams, and had for its ceiling an im- 
mense Japanese umbrella, and its 
walls were adorned with screens 
from the same Oriculal country. 

Though the " Bungalow" stands 
in the dense woods, its owner has 
cut vistiis throiiuh the branches, and 
at points clipped the trees down to 
a level with the verandas, so that 
one can lo-k out through green por- 
or over an evergreen bank, on 
to the shining waters of the lake.

Principal Currier opened tin 
e\. icises by writing on a slate, the 
biiih and death of Harvey Prindlo 
Beoi.

Principal Currier then made 
a short address, telling us to honor 
those who laid the foundation of 

this school. His words were full
